A Bill to provide for the levy of betterment contribution 
and water cess on certain lands in the State of Travancore 
Cochin . 

Whereas it is expedient to provide for the levy of better 
ment contribution and water cess on certain lands in the State of 
Travancore- Cochin ; 

Be it enacted in the Sixth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows : 

1. Short title and extent.- (1 ) This Act may be called the 
Travancore- Cochin Irrigation (Levy of Eetterment Contribution 
and Water Cess) Act, 1955 . 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Travancore 
Cochin . 

2. Definitions.-- In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires 

( 1) contribution means the betterment contribution 
referred to in Section 3 ; 

(2 ) irrigation works includes 

( a ) all canals, channels, reservoirs and tanks which are 
intended or which are or may be used for the supply and storage 
of water for agricultural purposes; 

(b ) all works, embankments, structures, supply and 
escape channels connected with such canals, channels, reservoirs 
or tanks; 
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( c ) all water - courses which are supplied with water from 
such canal, channel, reservoir or tank ; 

(d ) all drainage works, that is to say , canals, channels , 
escape channels from a canal, channel, reservoir or tank, dams, 
weirs , embankments, sluices , groynes or other works for the 
protection or benefit of agricultural lands ; and 

(e ) all lands occupied by the Government for the pur 
poses of such canals , channels, tanks, reservoirs and fall build 
ings , machinery , fences, gates and other erections occupied by 
or belonging to the Government upon such lands ; 

(3 ) major irrigation work includes all irrigation works 
irrigating or useful for the drainage or protection of an extent 
of over 200 acres; 

(4 ) land holder in relation to any land means the person 
liable to pay to the Government the public revenue due on the 
land : 

Provided that in respect of any land comprised in the hold 
ing of a kanam tenant in the territory to which the Cochin Ten 
ancy Act extends, the kanam tenant and not the jenmi shall be 
deemed to be the landholder in respect of such land ; 

(5 ) lift irrigation work means an irrigation work by 
which water for irrigation purposes is supplied with the aid of 
pumping sets or other mechanical devices ; 

(6 ) notification means a notification published in the 
Gazette ; 

( 7) " prescribed means prescribed by rules made under 
this Act. 

3. Levy of a betterment contribution : -The Government 
shall be entitled to levy a betterment contribution , in accord 
ance with the provisions of this Act, from the landholder of any 
land which , in their opinion , is benefited by the construction , 
expansion or alteration by the Government of any major irriga 
tion work or lift irrigation work , whether after the commence 
ment of this Act , or at any time before such commencementbut 
not earlier than the 1st January 1943. 

Explanation : -A land shall be deemed to be benefited not 
withstanding that the benefit is not enjoyed provided such non 
enjoyment is due solely to action or inaction on the part of the 
person or persons interested in such land . 

4. Amount of betterment contribution : - (1 ) The lands be 
nefited by the construction , expansion or alteration of any major 
irrigation work or lift irrigation work shall be divided into suita 
ble classes by the Government and the annual increase in the 
gross produce of each class of lands consequent on the provision 
of irrigation facilities shall be estimated : 

Provided that all lands which are of the same turam and 
which , judged by their commandability , are so situated as to 
derive the same amount of benefit from the work shall be placed 
in the same class . 
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( 2) The annual increase in the gross produce shall be 
estimated with reference to the average of the prices prevailing 
during the fifteen years immediately preceding the date of 
making such estimate. 

(3 ) Twenty times the annual increase in the gross pro 
duce estimated under sub - section ( 1 ) shall be deemed to be the 
increase in the capital value of each class of lands ; and one 
fourth of the sum by which the said increase in the capital 
value exceeds the cost ( estimated in the prescribed manner ) of 
making the lands fit for advantageous irrigation under the major 
irrigation work or lift irrigation work shall be the contribu 
tion payable in respect of such class of lands. 

(4 ) The contribution payable in respect of each class of 
lands expressed in terms of rate per acre shall be notified in the 
Gazette and in such other manner, if any, as may be prescribed : 

Provided that the officer authorised in that behalf shall,before 
determining the contribution under the foregoing provisions of 
this section , publish his proposals in the prescribed manner and 
shall consider suggestions and objections received within the 
time allowed : 

Provided further that, against a decision with respect to 
contribution notified under sub -section (4 ) , an appeal shall lie 
to the prescribed authority and any modification made on such 
appeal shall be notified in the prescribed manner . 

(5 ) Decisions with respect to contribution notified 
under sub -section (4 ) shall , subject to the right of appeal pro 
vided in the said sub -section , be final, shall be binding on all 
persons having interest in the lands and shall not be liable to be 
questioned in a Court of Law . 

5. Water cess.- ( 1 ) The Government shall be entitled to 
levy a water cess at the rates mentioned in sub-section (2 ) 
from the person who is in actual occupation of any land which is 
benefited by the construction , expansion or alteration by the Gov 
ernment of any major irrigation work or lift irrigation work , 
whether after the commencement of this Act or at any time 
before such commencement but not earlier than the ist January 
1943 . 

Explanation : -A land shall be deemed to be benefited not 
withstanding that the benefit is not enjoyed provided such non 
enjoyment is due solely to action or inaction on the part of the 
person or persons in actual occupation of such land. 

(2 ) The water cess leviable under sub - section (1 ) shall 
be at the following rates : 
( a ) dry lands converted into wet 

lands and raised with two or 
more crops 

Rs. 10 per acre ; 
(6 ) dry lands converted into wet 
lands and raised with only one 

Rs. 7 per acre ; 
crop 

and 
( c ) lands already registered as wet 
lands 

Rs. 5 per acre: 


Provided that in cases where irrigation water is availed of 
by bailing or by means of mechanical contrivance , the water cess 
leviable shall be at 50 per cent. of the rates specified in clause (a ) 
or clause ( b ) or clause ( c) , as the case may be. 

( 3) The water cess payable under this section in respect 
of any land shall be recoverable under the provisions of the 
Travancore-Cochin Revenue Recovery Act, 1951, as if it were an 
arrear of land revenue. 

(4 ) Arrears of water cess shall bear interest at the rate of 
6 per cent. per annum . 

6. Contribution recoverable as arrear of land revenue. - Con 
tribution payable under this Act in respect of any land shall be 
deemed to be public revenue due upon the said land ; and the 
land, the buildings upon it and its products shall be regarded 
as the security of the contribution . When the whole or portion 
of an instalment of the contribution , payable in any year is not 
paid on the due date, the amount of the instalment or its unpaid 
portion shall be deemed to an arrear of land revenue and the 
provisions of the Travancore -Cochin Revenue Recovery Act, 
1951, shall apply to the recovery of the said arrear as they apply 
to the recovery of the revenue due on the land . 

7. When contribution becomes payable .- (1 ) Contribution 
shall become payable under this Act on a written notice of 
demand therefor issued by an officer authorised by the Govern 
ment in this behalf being served on the landholder: 

Provided thatno such notice shall be served until the expiry 
of two years after the date of provision of irrigation facilities to 
the land concerned . 

(2 ) For the purpose of sub - section (1) , the date of provi 
sion of irrigation facilities to a particular area commanded by 
the major irrigation work or lift irrigation work shall be the 
date which theGovernment may , by notification , specify . 

(3 ) For the avoidance of doubt, it is hereby declared that it 
shall not be necessary to serve notice on any person other than 
the landholder, who has an interest in the land or on a successor 
in -interest of the landholder or in respect of any instalment of 
the contribution . 

8. Mode of payment of contribution :-(1 ) The contribution 
payable by a landholder shall be paid by him in twenty equal 
annual instalments: 

Provided that he shall be entitled to pay the entire contribu 
tion with a rebate of ten per cent. within a period of one year from 
the date on which he becomes liable to pay the contribution . 

(2 ) Arrears of instalments of the contribution shall bear 
interest at the rate of six per cent. per annum . 

9. Rebate in certain cases: - If the Government accept any 
money from any person for the construction , expansion or altera 
tion of any major irrigation work or liſt irrigation work and 
such person becomes liable to pay contribution in respect of any 
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land benefited by such construction , expansion or alteration , the 
sum accepted from him shall be credited towards the contribu 
tion payable by him . 

10. Right of reimbursement in respect of contribution : 
Where in respect of a particular land two or more persons are 
liable to pay contribution under this Act, nothing in this Act 
shall be deemed to affect the right of each such person to reim 
bursement from the other. 

11. Tenant or mortgagee liable to pay instalment of contri 
bution : -Notwithstanding anything contained in Sections 3, 6 , 7 
and 8 , where any land benefited by a major irrigation work or 
lift irrigation work is in the occupation of a tenant under a lease 
and the lessor is not entitled to enhance the rent either under 
any law governing the lease or under the contract of tenancy , or 
where such land is in the possession of a mortgagee , the liability 
to pay the instalment of the contribution falling due during the 
period of occupation or possession shall be on thetenant or the 
mortgagee, and the amount so due shali be a charge on the 
interest of such tenant or mortgagee in the said land and it shall 
be recoverable from such tenant or mortgagee as an arrear of 
land revenue and the provisions of Sections 3, 7 and 8 shall apply 
in relation to any such instalment as they apply in relation to an 
instalment due from a land holder. 

12. Exemption . - If, in the opinion of the Government, the 
enforcement or strict enforcement of all or any of the provisions 
of this Act will cause hardship in any case or cases, the Govern 
ment may, by notification , setting out the grounds therefor , 
exempt either permanently or for a specified period , such case or 
cases from all or any of the provisions of this Act, subject to 
such conditions, if any, as the Government may deem fit to 
impose. 

13. Postponement of recovery of contribution . - Where there 
has been a failure of crops in any , area, the Government may, 
notwithstanding anything contained in this Act or the rulesmade 
thereunder, postpone for such period as they may think fit, the 
recovery of any instalment of the betterment contribution . 

14. Non -liability of Government for losses etc .-- No claim 
shall lie against the Government for compensation or for the 
refund of any instalment or portion thereof of the betterment 
contribution on account of the loss occasioned by the failure or 
stoppage of water in a canal or by any cause beyond the control 
of the Government. 

15. Indemnity.-- No suit or prosecution or other legal pro 
ceeding shall lie against any person in respect of anything done 
or intended to be done in good faith under this Act or the rules 
made thereunder. 

16. Power to make rules.-- The Government may , by notifica 
tion , make rules to carry out the purposes of this Act and in 

( a ) for the delegation of their powers to the Board of 
Revenue , Collectors or other authorities ; 
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(6 ) for the provision of such appeals and revision as may 
be found necessary in respect of the orders passed by any autho 
rity to whom powers may be so delegated ; 

(c ) for the manner of estimating the gross produce and 
prices under Section 4 ; 

( d ) for allmatters expressly required or allowed by this 
Act to be prescribed. 

17. Certain provisions of Irrigation Acts not to apply to lands 
in respect ofwhich water cess is leviable under this Act Nothing 
contained in Section 18 of the Travancore Irrigation Act, III 
of 1072 , or Section 20 of the Cochin Irrigation Act, VIII of 1111, 
shall be deemed to apply to any land benefited by the construc 
tion , expansion or alteration of a major irrigation work or a lift 
irrigation work by the Government and in respect of which 
water cess is leviable under this Act. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS . 
Major irrigation works or lift irrigation works constructed 
in recent years and those that are under construction or contem 
plated , are much more expensive than those built in the past . 
The owners of lands benefited by these projects , apart from 
deriving annual profits from them , get the advantage of substan 
tial increase in land value at the expense of the general tax 
payer. It is only legitimate that the individuals who derive such 
an " unearned " incrementby the construction of major irrigation 
works, or lift irrigation works, not by their own effort, but by 
the effort of the Community at large should bear at least a 
reasonable portion of the cost of providing the benefits they 
reap. Government have therefore decided to introduce a better 
ment levy on lands benefited by major irrigation works or lift 
irrigation works constructed after 1st January 1943 . 

Government have also decided to levy a water cess on the 
lands benefited by those irrigation works. Section 18 of the 
Travancore Irrigation Act confers on the Government power to 
levy a cess which will ensure a return of not more than 6 per 
cent. of the capital outlay of the major irrigation work while 
Section 20 of the Cochin Irrigation Act enables Government to 
impose a cess which will ensure a return of 3 per cent of the 
capital outlay after making provision for depreciation and main 
tenance. It is considered advisable to levy the water cess on an 
acreage basis without reference to the capital outlay of the work . 

The Bill enables the Government to recover betterment 
contribution from the holders of lands which are benefited by the 
construction , expansion or alteration of any major irrigation 
work or lift irrigation work from the 1st January, 1943. The 
lands under each project will be divided into suitable classes and 
the annual increase in the gross produce of each class of lands will 
be estimated . Twenty times the annual increase in the gross 
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produce will be deemed to be the increase in the capital value 
of each class of land . One- fourth of the sum by which the said 
increase in the capital value exceeds the cost of making the 
lands fit for advantageous irrigation will be the contribution 
payable in respect of such class of lands. 

The contribution will become payable after the expiry of 
two years from the date of provision of irrigation facilities. The 
contribution will be paid in twenty equal annual instalments. 
The landholder will be entitled to a rebate of ten per cent. ifhe 
pays the entire contribution within a period of one year from 
the date on which he becomes liable to pay the betterment con 
tribution 

The Bill also provides that, in the case of a land which is 
in the occupation of a tenant and where the landlord is not 
entitled to enhance the rent or in the case of a land which is in 
the occupation of a mortgagee, the instalment of contribution 
falling due during the period of occupation shall be payable by 
the tenant or the mortgagee . The Bill also provides for exempt 
ing hard cases from all or any of the provisions of the Bill for 
reasons to be specified and subject to such conditions as the 
Government may deem fit to impose.

FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM . 


Clause 4 of the Bill contemplates an officer being authorised 
to determine the betterment contribution . Several such officers 
will be required in respect of the several projects. For the 
collection and recovery of the contribution and water cess also , 
additional staff may be necessary. On these accounts , the Bill 
when passed and brought into force will involve expenditure out 
of the Consolidated Fund of the State. The number of officers 
thatmay have to be appointed and the expenditure thatmay 
have to be incurred cannot be estimated now .

A Bill to provide for the construction , repair and main 
tenance of irrigation works and for the conser 
vation and distribution of water for 

purposes of irrigation. 
Preamble . Whereas it is expedient to provide for the cons 
truction , repair and maintenance of irrigation works and for 
the conservation and distribution of water for purposes of 
irrigation ; 

Be it enacted in the Sixth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows : 

PART I. 

PRELIMINARY. 
1. Short title, extent and commencement. 

(1 ) This Act may 
be called THE TRAVANCORE - COCHIN IRRIGATION ACT, 1955. 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Travancore 
Cochin . 

(3) It shall come into force on such date as the Govern 
mentmay , by notification in the Gazette , appoint. 

2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires, 

( 1 ) Collector " means the Collector of a District ; 
( 2 ) “ Irrigation works " includes 

(a ) all canals , channels, reservoirs and tanks which are 
intended or which are or may be used for the supply and 
storage of water for agricultural purposes ; 

(b ) all works, embankments, structures, supply and escape 
channels connected with such canals, channels, reservoirs or 
tanks ; 

(c) all water- courses which are supplied with water from 
such canal, channel, reservoir or tank ; 

(d ) all drainage works, that is to say , canals, channels, 
escape channels from a canal, channel, reservoir or tank , dams, 
weirs, embankments, sluices , groynes or other works for the 
protection or benefit of agricultural lands ; and 

(e) all lands occupied by theGovernment for the purposes 
of such canals, channels, tanks, reservoirs and all buildings, 
machinery , fences, gates and other erections occupied by or 
belonging to the Government upon such lands ; 
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(3) “ Major Irrigation Work ” includes all irrigation works 
irrigating or useful for the drainage or protection of an extent 
of over 200 acres ; 

(4 ) " Minor Irrigation Work " includes all irrigation works 
other than major and petty irrigation works ; 

(5 ) " Petty Irrigation Work " includes all irrigation works 
irrigating or useful for the drainage or protection of an extent 
of not over five acres ;... 

(6 ) " Irrigation Officer " means an officer appointed by the 
Government to perform all or any of the functions of an Irriga 
tion Officer under this Act ; 

( 7 ) " Proprietor" means the owner of the land and includes 
the cultivator or person in actual possession of such land ; 

(8 ) " Majority of Proprietors" means proprietors of more 
than one half of the acreage benefited by an irrigation work ; 

(9 ) " Irrigation " with its grammatical variations shall in 
clude " drainage" with its corresponding variations. 

3. Conferment of powers. The Government may, from time 
to time, by notification in the Gazette, invest any officer eitler by 
name or by virtue of his office , or any Board constituted under 
this Act or any member thereof with all or any of the powers or 
duties hereinafter conferred or imposed by or under this Act and 
shall declare the local limits within which such powers or 
duties shall be exercised or performed . 

PART II. 
PETTY AND MINOR IRRIGATION WORKS . 
4. Construction , repair and maintenance of petty irrigation 
works. ( 1) The construction , repair and maintenance of all 
petty irrigation works shall devolve upon the Panchayat within 
whose local limits such petty irrigation works are situated : 

Provided that the construction , repair and maintenance of 
petty irrigation works shall, in local areas where according to 
custom such works are carried out, repaired or maintained by 
the Government wholly at their cost, devolve upon the Govern 
ment. 

( 2 ) The Panchayat may , with the previous sanction of the 
Government, levy a cess on any area benefited by a petty irri 
gation work constructed , repaired or restored wholly at the 
cost of the Panchayat. 

( 3) Such cess shall be fixed upon an acreage basis and so 
as to ensure to the Panchayat a return of 3 per cent. on the 
capital outlay after making provision for depreciation and 
maintenance . 

5. Construction , repair and maintenance of minor irrigation 
works. (1) Save as otherwise provided , the construction , 
repair and maintenance of all minor irrigation works shall 
devolve upon the Governinent. 
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( 2) The Government may levy a cess on any area bene. 
fited by a minor irrigation work constructed wholly at the cost 
of the Government . 

( 3 ) The cess under sub -section (2 ) shall be fixed upon an 
acreage basis and so as to ensure to the Government a return of 
three per cent. on the capital outlay after making provision for 
depreciation and maintenance. 

( 4 ) If the majority of proprietors agree to repay the cost 
of any minor irrigation work constructed wholly at the cost of 
the Government, no cess shall be leviable on the lands bene 
fited by such work , but the proprietors shall be liable to main 
tain the work . The cost of such work shall be a first charge on 
the lands benefited and shall be recovered pro rata from such 
lands as arrears of public revenue in such equal annual instal 
ments , not less than five , as may be fixed by the Government, 
from time to time: 

Provided that the Government may remit in whole or in 
part the cost of any such work , 

(5) The Government may levy a cess on any area bene 
fited by an existing minor irrigation work which is restored or 
repaired after the commencement of this Act wholly at the cost 
of the Government. 

(6 ) The cess under sub -section (5 ) shall be fixed upon an 
acreage basis and so as to ensure to the Government a return 
of three per cent on the total cost incurred by them after . 
making provision for the cost of maintenance of such work . 

( 7) Nothing in sub -sections (2 ), ( 3) , (4 ), (5 ) and (6 ) shall 
apply to minor irrigation works in local areas where according 
to custom the construction , repair and maintenance of such 
works are carried out by the Government wholly at their cost. 

6. Procedure of the Collector on application for execution of 
new minor irrigation works. If in any local area the Collector 
is satisfied on the application of any proprietor interested in a 
minor irrigation work or otherwise and after making such 
enquiries as he may deem necessary that the work should be 
executed in the interest of the majority of proprietors, hemay 
cause a plan and an estimate of the work and a specification of 
the lands likely to be benefited thereby to be prepared . 

7. Notice to put in objections. The plan , estimate and 
specification prepared under Section 6 shall be forwarded to the 
Government and an abstract of the estimate and the speci- : 
fication of the lands likely to be benefited shall be published in 
the Gazette with a notice calling upon all persons concerned 
who may have any objection to the work being done to put in 
their objections before the Collector within a time to be speci 
fied in the notice. . Such notice shall also be served upon the 
proprietors concerned . The Collector shall hear and record 
the objections, if any, which may be put in and forward the 
same to the Government with his opinion , 


8. When Government may carry out the work . If no 
objections have been put in or if the majority of proprietors 
agree to the work , the estimate may be sanctioned and the 
work carried out at the cost of the Government. In any case 
in which themajority of proprietors do not agree, if it be found , 
after duly considering their objections, that the work proposed 
should be executed in the interest of the proprietors, the 
Government may order the work to be carried out at their 
cost. 

9. Accident to any petty or minor irrigation work . (1) If 
in the case of any accident being apprehended or happening 
to any petty orminor irrigation work , any work in the nature 
of an urgent repair is needed , failure to carry out or delay in 
carrying out which is likely to cause serious damage, the 
Collector may , notwithstanding anything contained in Sections 
4 to 8 , order the execution of such work at the cost of the 
Government and forthwith report to the Government, and in 
the case of petty irrigation works to the Panchayat concerned, 
the action taken by him . 

(2) The cost of any work carried out under sub -section (1) 
shall be recoverable- 

( a ) in the case of a petty irrigation work , from the 
Panchayat concerned ; and 

(b ) in the case of a minor irrigation work , the cost of 
construction of which is recoverable under sub -section (4 ) of 
Section 5 , pro rata from the proprietors . 

10. Execution of work for the proper maintenance of 
petty and minor irrigation works. It shall be the duty of the 
irrigation officer to periodically inspect all petty and minor 
irrigation works situated within the local limits of his juris 
diction , and to report to the Collector the condition of those 
works. If the Collector finds that any work is to be executed 
for the satisfactory maintenance of any petty or minor irriga 
tion work , he may, in the case of a minor irrigation work , 
execute the work at the cost of the Government and with their 
sanction , and in the case of a petty irrigation work , require the 
Panchayat concerned to execute the work within such time as 
may be fixed by him . If the work is not executed within the 
time fixed , the Panchayat shall be deemed to have made default 
in performing a duty imposed by this Act and the provisions of 
Section 38 of the Travancore -Cochin Panchayats Act, 1950 
shall so far as may be apply in relation to the execution of any 
such work . 


PART III . 


MAJOR IRRIGATION WORKS. 
11, Construction , repair and maintenance of major irriga 
tion works. The construction , repair and maintenance of all 
major irrigation works shall devolve on the Government, 
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12. Procedure of construction of major irrigation work . If 
in any local area, the Collector or the Chief Engineer is satis 
fied on the application of any proprietor or otherwise , that any 
new major irrigation work should be constructed or repaired , 
such officer may cause a plan and an estimate of the work and 
a specification of the lands likely to be benefited thereby to be 
prepared . 

13. Investigation of objections. The plan , -estimate and 
specification prepared under Section 12 shall be forwarded to 
the Government and an abstract of the estimate and the 
specification of the lands likely to be benefited shall be pub 
lished in theGazette with a notice calling upon all persons 
concerned who may have any objection to the work being done 
to put in their objections before the Collector within a timeto 
be specified in the notice . The Collector shall hear and record 
the objections, if any, which may be put in and forward the 
same to the Government with his opinion . 

14. When the Government may carry out the work . If it be 
found after duly considering the objections that the work pro 
posed should be executed in the interests of the proprietors, 
the Government may order the work to be carried out at the 
cost of the Government. 

15. Power to levy cess. ( 1) Notwithstanding anything 
hereinbefore in this part contained , the Government may levy 
a cess on any area benefited by a major irrigation work con 
structed , restored , or repaired before or after the commence 
ment of this Act . 

(2 ) The cess under sub -section (1 ) shall be fixed upon an 
acreage basis and so as to ensure to the Government a return 
not exceeding 3 per cent on the capital outlay after making 
provision for depreciation and maintenance . 

16. Irrigation officer to report periodically on condition of 
major Irrigation work . It shall be the duty of the Irrigation 
Officer to periodically inspect all inajor irrigation works and 
report to the Chief Engineer the condition of those works. 
The Chief Engineer may on being satisfied from the report or 
from other reliable information that any work is to be executed 
for the proper maintenance of the work , execute the work at 
the cost of the Government. 


PART IV . 


OBTAINING MATERIALS IN EMERGENCIES. 
17. Impressmentof materials for urgent works of repair , 
etc. (1 ) Whenever it appears to an Irrigation Officer that 
unless some work or repair is immediately executed any irri 
gation or drainage work would sustain such serious damage as 
to cause sudden and extensive public injury , such officer or 
other person authorised by him in this behalf may enter upon 
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or into any immovable property in the neighbourhood of any 
such irrigation or drainage work and take possession of, appro . 
priate and remove any trees and any timber, bamboos , mats , 
ropes , straw , earth , stones or other materials found in or upon 
such property , and use the same for the purpose of such work , 
repair or clearance. 

(2 ) Every person so authorised shall be deemed to be a 
public servant within the meaning of the Indian Penal Code. 

18. Payment for the materials taken . All persons whose 
materials may be taken under Section 17 shall, as soon as may 
be reasonably practicable and in any case within 15 days from 
the date on which the work or repair was completed , 
be paid by the Irrigation Officer for such materials at 
25 per cent. in excess of their prevailing market rate. 

19. Compensation for damage done in taking materials. 
Whenever as a result of the removal under Section 17 of any 
trees, bamboos, earth , stone or other materials, any damage 
over and above the price payable for such materials results 
directly to any person , the Irrigation Officer shall pay to such 
person a reasonable amount of compensation for such damage 
subject to such rules as may be prescribed in this behalf by the 
Government. 

20. Appeal against orders under Section 19. Against any 
order under Section 19 , an appeal shall lie to the Collector 
whose decision shall be final. 


PART V. 


REGULATION OF WATER SUPPLY . 
21. Distribution of water from minor and major irrigation 
works. The distribution of the water of all minor and major 
irrigation works constructed , repaired or maintained wholly at 
the cost of the Government shall be regulated by such rules or 
orders as may be prescribed or issued by the Government, from 
time to time. 


PART VI. 


PENALTIES AND PROCEDURE . 
22. Acts punishable under the Act. Whoever without pro 
per authority does any of the following acts, that is to say , - 

( 1) injures, alters , enlarges or obstructs any irrigation 
work ; 

(2 ) interferes with , increases or diminishes the supply of 
water in , or the flow of water from , through , over or under any 
irrigation work ; 

( 3 ) interferes with or alters the flow of water in any 
irrigation work so as to endanger , injure or render less useful 
any such work ; 
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(4 ) being entitled to the use of the irrigation work , 
causes or occasions waste of the water in such irrigation work 
or interferes with the authorised distribution ofwater therefrom 
or uses such water in an unauthorised manner ; 

(5 ) corrupts or fouls the water of any irrigation work so 
as to render it less fit for the purposes for which it is ordinarily 


used ; 


(6 ) destroys or moves any level mark or water gauge 
fixed by the authority of a public servant , 
shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may 
extend to one month or with fine which may extend to fifty 
rupees or with both . 

23. Person convicted under Section 22 liable to repair the 
damage, etc. When any person is convicted of an offence under 
Section 22 , the convicting Magistrate may order that the said 
person shall remove the obstruction or repair the damage or re 
place or repair the level mark or water gauge in respect of 
which the conviction has taken place within a period to be fixed 
in the order. If such person neglects or refuses to obey such 
order within the period so fixed, any Irrigation Officer may 
carry out thework in accordance with such order and the cost 
thereof shall be recoverable from such person as arrears of 
public revenue. 

24. Suit or application for the issue of an injunction . Except 
where otherwise provided or where an order or decision is de 
clared to be final, all claims in respect of anything done under 
this Act may be tried by the Civil Courts ; but no such Court 
shall entertain a suit or application for the issue of an injunction 
to restrain the exercise of any powers conferred by this Act upon 
the Government or any person or body of persons or any officer 
except where the result of the exercise of such power is solcly 
to adjudicate the rights between private parties. 

25. Power to arrest without warrant. Any person in charge 
of an irrigation work or of the distribution of water from such 
work may take into custody without a warrant and take fortlı 
with before a Magistrate or to the nearest Police Station to be 
dealt with according to law , any person who, within his view , 
commits any of the following offences : 

( 1) wilfully injures or obstructs any irrigation work ; or 

(2 ) without proper authority interferes with the supply 
or flow of water in or from any irrigation work . 

26. Period of limitation . The period of limitation for an 
appeal under this Act shall be thirty days from the date of the 
order appealed against. 

PART VII. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 
27. Power to make Rules. (1 ): The Government may , after 
previous publication , make rules to carry out all or any of the 
purposes of this Act not inconsistent therewith . 


(2 ) In particular and without prejudice to the generality 
of the foregoing power they may make rules to regulate the 
following matters : 

(a ) the proceedings of any officer who , under the pro 
visions of this Act, is required or empowered to take action 
in any matter ; 

(6 ) the cases in which , and the officers to whom , and 
the conditions subject to which orders and decisions given 
under any provision of this Act shall be appealable ; and 

(c) the personsby whom , the time, place or manner at or 
in which anything for the doing of which provision is made in 
this Act shall be done. 

( 3) All rules made under this Section shall be published 
in the Gazette and upon such publication shall have effect as if 
enacted in this Act. 

28. Bar of action against Government or Panchayat. No 
action shall lie against the Government or a Panchayat for not 
complying with the application of ryots for the construction , 
repair, improvement or restoration of any irrigation work . 

29. Rate of cess fixed under this Act to be final and not to be 
questioned by any civil court. The rate of cess fixed by the 
Government or the Panchayat shall be final and shall not be 
liable to be questioned by any Civil Court. 

30. Constitution of Irrigation Boards, their functions, power 
to make rules. ( 1 ) The Government may , by notification in the 
Gazette , constitute Irrigation Boards for any local area for re 
gulating the distribution of water of any irrigation work , for 
keeping the irrigation work or any part thereof in repair , and 
for such other purposes asmay, from time to time, be prescribed 
by the Government by rules made under this Act. 

(2 ) The Government may by a like notification dissolve any 
Board constituted under sub- section ( 1) . 

(3 ) For the discharging of its functions , any Board con 
stituted under sub - section ( 1) may, with the previous sanction 
of the Government, levy a cess on the lands benefited . 

(4 ) The Government may, from time to time, after previous 
publication , make rules as to 

(a ) the number of elected and nominated members for 
each Board ; 

(6 ) the term of office of the members of the Board ; 

(c ) the qualification and registration of electors, the time 
and mode of election and any other matter connected with 
election ; 

(d ) the dissolution or supersession of the Boards and the 
consequences of such dissolution or supersession ; 

(e ) the powers and duties of the Boards ; 
( f ) the conduct of the business at meetings of the Board ; 
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(g ) the appointment and punishment of their servants ; 
( h ) the rates at which the cess may be levied ; 
(i) the mode of realising such cess ; 

(j) the purposes for which the money collected may be 
utilised ; 

(k ) the relation between two or more Boards ; 

(1) all other matters necessary for carrying out generally 
the purposes of this Act. 

(5 ) All rules made under this Section shall be published in 
the Gazette and upon such publication shall have effect as if 
enacted in this Act . 

31. Repeal. The Travancore Irrigation Act, III of 1072 and 
the Cochin Irrigation Act, VIII of 1111 are hereby repealed . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


In the Travancore area there is in force the Travancore 
Irrigation Act, III of 1072 , which provides for the construction , 
repair and maintenance of irrigation works and for the conser 
vation and the distribution of water for purposes of irrigation . 
In the Cochin area the matter is governed by the provisions of 
the Cochin Irrigation Act, VIII of 1111. It is considered neces 
sary to have a uniform law on the subject which will apply to 
the whole State . Hence the Bill.

FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM . 
This is not a new piece of legislation . The Bill purports to 
integrate the laws relating to the construction , repair and main 
tenance of irrigation works now in force in the Travancore and 
Cochin areas of the State and it closely follows the Travancore 
and Cochin Irrigation Acts with suitable modifications here and 
there. 

Sections 4 , 5, 8 , 9, 10 and 11 of the Bill contemplate expendi 
ture out of the Consolidated Fund of the State . But this is not 
a new feature . Government have been incurring expenditure on 
irrigation works in the past also and the Bill does not purport 
to introduce any new service . 


33-283 -B . 
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Still there is one fundamental change in the matter of 
minor irrigation works. Under the Travancore Act, the 
construction , repair and maintenance of all minor irrigation 
works generally devolve on the ryots . In local areas where by 
custom such works are constructed, repaired and maintained by 
Government, the liability rests with the Government. In 
certain cases, however , Government execute such works wholly 
at their cost and recover one half of such cost from the ryots in 
equal annual instalments. The maintenance of all minor irri 
gation works devolve on the ryots . In certain cases Govern 
ment undertake maintenance but they are entitled to levy a 
small cess towards the cost of maintenance. In the Bill it is 
provided that the construction repair and maintenance of all 
minor irrigation works shall devolve upon Government. The 
Government are given power to levy a cess on the lands benefited 
by such works, so as to ensure a return of 3 per cent. of the total 
cost after making provision for depreciation and maintenance. 
If the majority of proprietors agree to repay the cost of con 
struction of a new irrigation work , it is provided that such work 
will be executed at the cost of Government to be recovered from 
the proprietors either in whole or in part and that the pro 
prietors will be absolved from the liability to pay any cess but 
will be responsible for themaintenance . 

The volume of expenditure that Government may have to 
incur annually out of the Consolidated Fund of the State under 
the several provisions of the Bill cannot be anticipated. It will 
depend upon the necessity for irrigation works felt from time to 
time and the capacity of Government to provide funds. 

The Bill makes provision for ensuring to Government a net 
return up to 3 per cent of the cost incurred both in respect of 
minor andmajor irrigation works.

" 11. Compounding and bottling. ( 1 ) (a ) A distiller who 
wishes to compound spirits made in his distillery, that is , to 
colour or flavour or colour and flavour plain spirits so as to 
make them resemble gin , brandy, whisky or rum shall, on appli 
cation to the Commissioner , be granted , unless he sees reason to 
the contrary , a special " compounding license" . 

(b ) A compounding license shall be in Form I appended , 
and shall be obtained separately in respect of each distillery . 

(c ) A license fee of Rs. 800 shall be charged for each 
compounding license and such license shall be in force only 
during the continuance of the distillery license and not longer . 

(2 ) A special Bottling license in Form II appended, for 
the bottling of foreign liquor in any distillery may be granted 
by the Excise Commissioner on payment of Rs. 200." 

2. The existing Forms I and II shall be renumbered as III 
and IV respectively and before the Forms so renumbered the 
following shall be added as Forms I and II, namely :

3. The licensee shall pay in advance to Government a fee of

license renewed on payment of such fee with the commence 
ment of each year . 

4. This license authorises the licensee to carry on operations 
of compounding or blending within the premises of the Dis 
tillery attached to the 

5. Any Officer of the Excise Department of and above the 
rank of the Excise Inspector may enter in and remain upon 
the licensed premises so long as may be necessary for the proper 
execution of his duties and the licensee shall not obstruct him 
in the performance of his duties. 

6. Every vessel containing any material to be added to spirit 
shall be clearly marked in English characters with a true des 
cription of its contents . 

7. The licensee shall enter in a stock book the quantity, des 
cription and strength of any spirit received on the premises 
described in this license. He shall also enter separately the 
quantities and descriptions of colouring or flavouring materials 
so received . This stock book should be accessible to any of 
the officers referred to in condition 5 supra at all reasonable 
hours. 

8. When any operations of blending or compounding are 
to be carried on by the licensee on the premises licensed , the 
licensees must inform the Excise Inspector in charge of the 
Distillery , the days and hours during which such operations 
will be carried on and it will be the duty of this Officer to ensure 
that they are conducted in accordance with the conditions of 
the license. 

9. The foreign liquor compounded or blended shall be kept 
in a separate strong room within the premises of his Distillery 
attached to the 
in the joint custody of the licensee and Excise staff employed 
in the Distillery . 

10. The Foreign Liquor issued from the Distillery shall be 
subject to payment of Excise duty at the rate of Rs. .. 
per proof gallon , or such other rate as the Government may 
from time to time fix . 

11. Such returns and information as may be required by 
the Excise Commissioner or any Officer duly authorised by him 
shall be promptly supplied by the licensee. 

12. The licensee shall on requisition by the Excise Commis

AWARD 
The following di te between the above parties was re 
ferred by Government in their Order L2-742953|D . D. dated 
12-8-1953 and it was registered as Industrial Dispute No. 26 of 
1953 . Summonses were issued and the Staff Association on 
behalf of the Staff employed in Harrisons & Crosfield Ltd., 
Quilon filed the statement on 14-9-1953 and a rejoinder on 
28-9-1953 and the Management of Harrisons & Corsfield Ltd., 
Quilon has filed their reply statement on 23-10-1953. The Asso 
ciation has examined 2 witnesses and filed Ex. A to G and the 
management has examined the joint manager as EW1 and 
filed Exs. I to XXIV . The issues to be decided are : 
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1. Should the retiring members of the staff be given a con 
solidated sum as provident fund for the period of service prior 
to 1947 when the existing provident fund was instituted ; and 
if so , should it be on the basis of 20 % of the month to month 
salary or on any other basis ? 

2. Whether no member of the staff shall be retired from 
service before the completion of his 60th year ? 

3. Should any members of the staff who has attained his 
55th year be given the option to retire from service with all 
the retirement benefits ? 

4. Whether no member of the staff who is now in service 
and who is at or above 58 years shall be retired except with 
a notice of two years ? 

5. Whether every retiring member of the staff should have 
the benefit of three months notice pay ? 

6. Should any portion of the dearness allowance of the 
members of the staff be merged with basic pay ; and if so , to 
what extent ? 

7. Should every retiring member of the staff be given a 
consolidated sum as gratuity besides his provident fund ; and 
if so , on what basis and to what extent ? 

8. Should the Typists allowance and other outstation 
allowances which are being granted to the members of the 
Cochin and Kozhikode offices of the Company be extended to the 
Quilon branch ; and if so , should it be with retrospective 
offect from the date of introduction in the other offices ? 

9. Should the 14 members of the staff who have retired 
since August 1952 be given every type of retirement allowance, 
such as Provident benefits, gratuity and notice pay and if so , 
to what extent ? 

On behalf of the members of the staff the Staff Associa 
tion had presented to the management a memorandum of de 
mand on 27-3-53 which was discussed by representatives of the 
parties on 26-5-1953. In the conference due to the failure of 
the parties to arrive at a settlement the parties on the very 
same day filed a joint application to refer the dispute for adju 
dication and it was found that the Labour Department recom 
mended to Government on 6-8-1953 and it was referred by 
Government on 12-8-1953. At this juncture it has to be pointed 
out that parties are well advised in resorting to legal and 
constitutional remedies to redress their grievances, because I 
find in many cases that after failure of conciliation proceed 
ings the parties fight each other for a long timewith the conse 
quential result of loss of production before the dispute being 
referred for adjudication . 

Now I will consider the issues . Both the Advocates have 
argued the matter at length usefully after having admitted 
most of the facts in the case. I will deal with issue Nos.1 
and 7. The demand of the Association is that the retiring 
members of the Staff Association who were in the seryice 
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of the Harrisons & Crosfield (which will be mentioned as com 
pany ) prior to 1947 should be paid a consolidated sum as pro 
vident fund for the period of service prior to 1947 and to fix 
the basis of percentage of contribution to the fund. It is also 
demanded that such members should be given a gratuity be 
sides the provident fund. The company contend that the 
present system of retirement benefit is adequate and a double 
payment in the form of gratuity cannot be borne by the com 
pany. The company started a provident fund in October 1947 
and their contention has been that provident fund was in 
existence earlier than 1921 and that it has to be discontinued 
as the 

staff wanted their money back . Even though 
Mr. Stephen has argued that the company was responsible for 
discontinuing it , it is not very material at present to decide the 
question who was responsible for the discontinuance of the 
fund , even though it is clear from Ex. II, representation dated 
27-10-1921 , that at least most of the staff members wanted back 
the money. After disbursement of that money the company 
constituted another fund and what I am asked to decide in 
this issue is whether the benefits which are provided by the 
company for service prior to 1947 are satisfactory. 

The company has started a fund called Indian Staff Fund 
from which payments on the following basis are provided 

1. To those who have put in less than 18 years service up 
to 31st October 1947 a sum equal to half month s basic salary 
for each year of service up to 10 years and one month s basic 
salary for each subsequent year will be paid . 

2. To those who have put in service for 18 years or more 
monthly allowance ranging from 25 % -50 % of the monthly 
salary as on 31-10-47 are paid . The monthly payments are 
granted on an year to year basis and there is also provision for 
payment to widows on the discretion of the management. I am 
not concerned with the scheme of retiring benefit after 1947. 
Mr. Stephen has argued unequivocally that the Association is 
against the monthly allowance on year to year basis and pray 
ed that the retiring member should get a lump sum payment 
at the time of retirement. Mr. Govindan Nair on behalf of 
the management would convincingly argue that the present 
system of monthly allowance is a provision which an employee 
is entitled to get month after month and this is definitely more 
advantageous to the employee. Eventhough it is extended 
year to year, there was not even one case in which it was dis 
continued and in deserving cases the widows would get thebe 
nefit. But when the President of the Association vehemently 
submit that the Staff Association do not want this " monthly 
dole" as he would call it, I have no alternative but to accept 
the demand of the Association for after all the intention of 
the management is to benefit the employees during their old age. 
Hence I hold that the retiring employee will be given a con 
solidated sum for the period of service prior to 1947. The 
next question is what is the basis of contribution . The Asso 
ciation would demand that it should be 20 % of the month to 
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month salary . In support of this the president would argue 
that the present contribution to the provident fund is 20 % of 
the salary and the same amount should be contributed by the 
company. The basis of 20 % is contributed by the company 
and employees equally . In support of the demand Mr. Stephen 
would argue that the prior provident fund was discontinued 
on the initiative of the cornpany and as such the company has 
to be held liable for the whole contribution . If in spite of 
the desire of the staff the company had discontinued it I would 
have considered the aspect. But it is clear from evidence 
that the company was not responsible for their discontinuance . 
Hence the arguments in favour of 20 % contribution fall to the 
ground. It should be noted that the staff contributes 10 % of 
the salary to the provident fund subsequent to 1947 . On 
a consideration of the low salary prior to 1947 I hold that an 
amount equal to 144 months basic salary as it stood in October 
1947 for each year of service of the employees for the period 
of service prior to 1947 will be paid as consolidated provident 
fund and thus I decide the issue No. 1. 

Mr. Nair would argue that over and above the proyident 
fund the claim of the Association for gratuity tantamounts 
to double benefit and cannot be accepted . The learned ad 
vocate would lucidly and convincingly argues that this is a 
critical stage in the history of the industries managed by the 
company when any additional burden will become unbearable. 
There is much force in the argument because this company at 
Quilon is dealing in Tile, Engineering and Saw Mill industries 
mainly and I am convinced that these industries should not be 
burdened further. Mr. Nair would aptly submit that any addi 
tional burden would kill the goose that lays the golden egg . 
The learned advocate would correctly enumerate the princi 
ple that granting of gratuity over and above provident fund 
would have serious repercussion in other industries in the State 
and neighbourhood and any short-sighted peny wise and pound 
foolish policy would be detrimental to the industrial progress. 
He has also brought to my notice the Award of the Industrial 
Tribunal published in Fort. St. George Gazette dated 1-11-1949. 
In this Award the learned Tribunal held that in those compa 
nies where there were provident fund no pension need be paid 
and vice versa . Mr. Stephen could notbring to my notice any 
concern in the State where the employees enjoy the double 
benefit . On a consideration of all these aspects I am sure that the 
Staff Association would not press the demand at present and I 
hold issue No. 7 against the Association . 

Mr. Govindan Nair submitted that the company has got a 
trust constituted for retirement benefit and any change in the 
Trust Deed has to be carefully done. But I am not concerned 
with the Trust Deed because it is an unilateral act and whether 
from the Trust or from the Indian Staff Fund , the employees 
should get the benefit as specified above. 

I will consider issues 2–5 jointly . The demand of the 
Association is that the age of superannuation should be fixed . 


at 60 , while the contention of the company is that it should be 
55. Mr. Stephen would point out with reference to documents 
proved that it is the custom of the company to retire at the 
age of 60 or above . It is correct. But the age of superannua 
tion has to be decided not with reference to the practice or 
custom of this particular concern but with reference to many 
other matters on which Mr. Nair would lay emphasis . He 
has brought to my notice the recommendation of the Central 
Pay Commission presided over by no less a person than Sri 
Srinivasa Varadachari, Ex- Judge of the Federal Court of 
India . On page 91 and para 169 of the Report it is stated " In 
view of the increased financial benefits which we are recom 
mending in the shape of family pensions etc. and the need to 
kecp financial burden on the State within limits, we would re 
commend that the age for compulsory retirement should uni 
formly be 58 years for all services , with an option to Govern 
ment to relieve an employee on grounds of loss of efficiency at 
55 years Accepting this finding I hold that the age of re 
tirement should be 58 years of age. The management will 
have option to give extension yearly till 60th year and after 
that the management will have no option. Similarly after 55th 
year the employee will have option to get retirement. Those 
who are to be retired on the date of taking effect of this award 
should be given some time as they have to make necessary 
adjustments. Hence they should be given at least 6 months 
notice specifying the date of retirement. There may be cases 
when employees in the neighbourhood of 58 will have to retire 
before those who are older because the latter get an extension of 
6 months. In such cases the management will have discretion 
to extend the period for 6 months more. But the employee 
cannot demand as a matter of right. I don t find any force in 
the argument of Mr. Stephen when he says that notice of re 
tirement should be given in the sense that salary for the period 
is to be given to the relieving staff. The management will 
ordinarily issue notice to the employees 6 months prior to the 
date of retirement. This is intended to be only an informa 
tion . 

Regarding 6th issue I think this is an issue which has to 
isc dcalt with not in a piece -meal way and hence find it against 
the Association . I am glad that the President of the Associa 
tion who is prudent enouglı realises this. 

The Sth issue relates to the allowances and other out sta 
tion allowances which are being granted to the members of 
thc Cochin and Kozhikode offices of the company. After hear 
ing the arguments on both sides I am the view that typist 
should be given the allowances as their compeers are getting 
at Kozhikode and Cochin according to the Award of the Coim 
batore Industrial Tribunal, published in the Fort St. George 
Gazette on 1-11-1949. If the typists have passed the technical 
test (Government Technical Examination or London Chamber 
of Commerce Examination or any examination recognised by 
the Travancore -Cochin Government) they should get an allow 
ance but otherwise they should be on the scale of the regular 


clerks either in the lower division or in the higher division 
according to their general educational qualifications. If a 
typist has passed the higher grade typewriting test he shall get 
an allowance of Rs. 10 if he has passed the lower grade short 
hand test he shall get Rs. 15 and if he has passed the higher 
grade shorthand he shall be paid Rs. 25 per month . But if 
any typist or stenographer is getting higher allowances he will 
continue to be in the old rate . 

Mr. Stephen submits that the enhanced rates should be 
paid from the date when others at Kozhikode and Cochin got 
it . Mr. Nair urges that no retrospective effect should be 
given . The management ought to have given the allowances 
from the date when they paid it to their employees at Kozhi 
kode and Cochin because they were parties in the Award men 
tioned above. Anyhow the employees are entitled to claim it 
from the date of demand namely, 27-3-1953 . 

Point 9. The President of the Association demands that 
the benefit of this award should be given to those who had re 
tired from service since August 1952. This is resisted by Mr. 
Nair on the ground that the Staff Association who have en 
tered into the agreement (which is marked as Ex . IX ) cannot 
raise the demand . Ex. IX is a copy of the conciliation pro 
ceedings dated 25th March 1952. The President, Vice President 
and Secretary of the Staff Association are signatories in Ex.IX 
proceedings . The last para in the proceedings is " It is agreed 
that those terms of settlement will be in force for a period of 
one year from today and that other demands put forth in the 
Association Memorandum dated 19th May 1951 are waived and 
that no fresh demands will be made by the Association during 
the said period of one year" . The Memorandum of demands 
dated 19th May 1951 is the subject matter of Ex . IX proceed 
ings. It is agreed by Staff Association that for the period 
ending 25th March 1953, the Staff Association will not raise 
fresh demands. The memorandum which is the subject matter 
of this dispute including issue No. 9 is dated 27-3-1953. Hence 
the Staff Association cannot legitimately raise fresh dispute 
during the period of industrial truce between the parties till 
25th March 1953. So this Award regarding retiring benefits 
will bind only those employees who have retired after 25th 
March 1953. That is to say that only those who have retired 
after 25-3-1953 will get the benefits of this award regarding 
retirement benefits. 

Mr. Stephen points out that in my award in Industrial 
Dispute No. 31 of 1953 I have stated that Sri Janardhanan 
Pillai, who was asked to retire by the company would get the 
benefits of this Award . Hence I hold that he will get the bene 
fits under this Award . 

I pass this award in terms specified above. This will 
come into force from the date of publication according to Sec 
tion 17 of the Industrial Disputes Act.

INTERIM AWARD 
The Government in their Order L4-25769|54|DD . dated 
21-12-1954 referred certain disputes between the above parties 
to the Industrial Tribunal, Trivandrum and the same was 
registered as Industrial Dispute No. 75 of 1954. Summonses 
G , 167 
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were issued to the parties and it was posted to 15-1-1955 for 
first hearing . On that day the Vice President of the Kottayam 
Plywood Workers Union (which will bementioned as Union ) has 
filed an application under Section 15 of the Industrial Disputes 
Act for an interim relief. Notice was issued on the petition for 
filing objection , if any, and argument to 17-1-1955 and the 
managements of South India Plywood Industries, Swaraj 
Plywood Works and Phoenix Plywood Kottayam have filed a 
joint objection on 17-1-1955 . The Union and Managements 
have examined WW1 and EW1 and filed Exs . A to F and 
Ex. I respectively . I have heard arguments of the Advocates 
on 17-1-1955 . 

Though it is not clear from a reading of the petition for 
interim relief, the nature and extent of the relief claimed , from 
the deposition of WW1 and arguments of Mr. Balagangadhara 
Menon appearing on behalf of the Union, it is clear that the 
Union claims the following interim reliefs. 

(i) A minimum wage of Rs. 1-8-0 per day. 
(ii) Confirming the workers who have put in more than 

3 months continuous service. 
(iii ) Payment of wages to the workers during the period 

of strike from 8-1-1954 . 
Mr. Balagangadhara Menon at the outset would emphasise 
that the object of the promulgation of the Industrial Disputes 
Act is for the settlement of industrial dispute having in view 
industrial harmony and industrial peace , and the Industrial Tri 
bunals constituted under the Act must have the above said 
object and decide the questions referred to it as expendiously as 
possible. He has also distinguished the functions of an Industrial 
Tribunal from a Civil Court in that the former is only a quasi 
Judicial body with the trappings of a Civil Court but having 
wider powers . He has argued that the requisites for granting 
an interim decree cannot be insisted upon while considering a 
petition for interim relief. He has also brought to my notice 
that a strike which commenced from 8-12-1954 is still in 
existence and the already strained relationship between the 
parties has considerably affected both the progress of the 
industry and the well being of the workers and this rather un 
happy relationship has not only affected the harmonious rela 
tionship of the parties but the industrial peace of the neighbour 
ing localities. According to him , the other machineries under 
the Industrial Disputes Act having failed to establish industrial 
peace , the Tribunal has a duty to enforce industrial peace by 
taking into consideration the urgency of the matter in question . 
He would also bring to my notice that ordinarily the disposal 
of the disputes may cause some delay and to allow the already 
deteriorated relationship of the parties to further deteriora 
tion would be to frustrate the very purpose for which the 
Tribunals are constituted by the Act. Mr. K. P. Abraham , 
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appearing on behalf of the managements would forcibly con 
tent that there is no urgency in the matter. According to him 
the prayer in the petition is to decide the issue Nos. 1, 2 and 6 
and his clients should be given sufficient opportunity to adduce 
evidence. He has also canvassed for the position that existence 
of the strike should not be a issue to view it as urgent because 
the strike is an illegal one and his parties should not be asked 
to finance the workers to continue and thereby encourage the 
illegal strike. From the fact more or less admitted by both 
parties and from the arguments of the learned Advocates it is 
clear that on failure of the managements to concede demands 
made by the Union on 16-10-1954 (a copy of which is marked 
as Ex . A ) the Union has launched direct action from 8-1-1954 
including strike, picketing and other weapons in the armoury 
of the workers including hunger-strike by the President and 
Secretary of the Union whose conditions are represented to be 
very grave. It is also clear that conciliatory agencies con 
templated under the Industrial Disputes Act have also failed 
to effect settlement of the dispute and Mr. Menon would submit 
that Ministerial level attempts also failed to bring about a 
settlement of the dispute, the continuance of which is steadily 
increasing disquiet in the locality. It is abundantly clear that 
this dispute between the Union and managements has not only 
affected the relationship of the parties but it has also affected 
the normal life of a citizen in the locality so much so it is 
submitted that there is a likelihood of complete disharmony 
between the employers and workmen of other concerns as well 
in the locality : Thus it is also clear that the conciliation 
machinery having failed to settle the dispute, the provisions of 
the Industrial Disputes Act have to be invoked in the attempt 
to bring about industrial peace. Mr. Menon would draw my atten 
tion that in view of the momentarily deteriorating harmonious 
relationship not only the parties in this dispute but others as 
well, the Tribunal consistent with its function , has to take into 
consideration the peculiar circumstances of the case and decide 
the petition immediately. I am fully convinced even in spite 
of the lucid arguments of Mr. K. P. Abraham , that I will be 
discharging my primary duty as a Tribunal in taking the 
question and giving my consideration on it. 

Mr. Balagangadhara Menon would submit that the wages 
given by the managements of South India Plywood Industries , 
Swaraj Plywood Works and Phoenix Plywood and Travancore 
Timber Product are below Rs. 1-8-0 and hence a charter of 
demands with other demands was made by the Union on 
16-10-1954 . Subsequent to the demand an agreement was 
reached between the Union and the management of Travancore 
Timber Products in which it was settled that the minimum wage 
would be Rs. 1-8-0 and a copy of this agreement is marked as 
Ex. B. Due to the refusal of the other three managements 
who are parties to this dispute there was attempt for concilia 
tion and on the failure of the attempts the dispute was referred 
for adjudication . It is deposed by the Vice President of the 
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Union who was examined as WW1 that the management of 
Swaraj Plywood Works are paying a minimum wage of Rs. 1-8-0. 
It is not in evidence whether they were paying as a result of 
agreement before the date of reference or after reference. 
Anyhow of the four managements to whom the charter of 
demands was made on 16-10-1954, two of them have agreed to 
pay the minimum wage as demanded by the Union . Further 
it is seen from Ex. D. that in the conference held on 23-10-1951 
between the representatives of three managements and the 
Union , three managements were agreeable that the prevailing 
wage rates of the Government Plywood Factories be got down 
and they would discuss and fix wage rates and gradation . Ex.D , 
is a copy of the proceedings of the conference held on 23-10-1951 . 
It is in evidence that the minimum wage given to a worker in 
two of the factories is Re. 0-12-0 including Dearness allowance. 
Mr. K. P. Abraham would oppose the demand on the ground 
that there was settlement of all outstanding disputes between 
the parties in the conciliation conference held on 20-4-1954 
including the question of wage -rates. It is further argued that 
so long as Ex. I agreement, was not repudiated by the Union , 
further demand and agitation in pursuance of that demand was 
illegal and hence could not be countenanced by me. I accept 
the proposition that a settlement arrived at by the parties 
should be allowed to work for a fairly reasonable time ordi 
narily. But this cannot be an unbreakable rule because in the 
evaluation of principles of social justice, a legitimate and a 
reasonable demand of one of the parties to the agreement cannot 
be referred on the ground that the previous agreement should 
work for a reasonable time according to the other party . As 
I have observed earlier, good relationship between the employer 
and worker is the sinconnon for the prosperity of the industry . 
The fact that there was a strike which commenced from 
8-12-1954 and the President and Secretary of the Union are on 
hunger - strike clearly shows that the workers were really dis 
satisfied with the condition of service and their attempt to better 
it can be seen from Ex. A. This does not mean that I am of 
view at present that all demands as stated in Ex . A are legiti 
mate and reasonable but my only object is that Ex. I should 
not stand in the way of considering the demands or the Union 
regarding the minimum wage especially in view of the fact there 
was disharmony resulting in industrial disquite between the 
parties. Hence I am of the view that the demand of the Union 
that the minimum wage that should be given to a worker should 
be not less than Rs. 1-8-0 has to be considered . 

It is clear from evidence that of the four employers doing 
the same business in the locality two of them namely , Travancore 
Timber Products and Swaraj Plywood Works are paying a 
minimum of Rs. 1-8-0 and the intention of the employees includ 
ing the other two namely , South India Plywood Industries and 
Phoenix Plywood is to bring it on a par with the rates of wages 
prevailing in the plywood factory at Punalur . It is an accepted 
principle that minimum wage has to be fixed taking into con 
sideration the wage rates prevailing in similar concerns else 
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where and other concerns locally. It is also well-settled that 
minimum wage has to be fixed industry -cum -region basis not 
depending upon the capacity of particular unit . The minimum 
wage prevailing in the Government Plywood Industries, Punalur 
is Rs. 1-11-0 . On a consideration of all relevant matters I have 
no hesitation at present to hold that a minimum wage of Rs. 1-8-0 
has to be granted to the workers. The managements are at 
liberty to adduce evidence that this rate is too much and if they 
succeed in doing so, necessary adjustments will be made in the 
final award. Now I am convinced that the wage-rate below 
Rs. 1-8-0 is insufficient to meet the bare necessity of a worker 
engaged in the industry at Kottayam . It should be noted that 
the rate of Rs. 1-8-0 is inclusive of Dearness Allowance. The 
workers are entitled to claim the increased wage-rate from the 
date of demand, viz., from 16-10-1954. It has to be pointed 
out that the workers are not entitled to claim the arrears 
for the period from the date of commencement of strike to the 
date of termination of the strike. 

Mr. Menon would argue that the workers should be given 
the wages for the strike period also . But Mr. Abraham would 
submit that the strike commenced from 8-12-1954 is an illegal 
strike under Section 19 ( 2 ) and Section 22 of the Industrial 
Disputes Act. But Mr. Menon would maintain that so long as 
Government have not declared the strike illegal under Section 10 
( 3 ) , the Tribunal cannot hold that it is an illegal strike. 
Mr. Abraham would state that it was unusual that the Govern 
ment had not declared the strike illegal and the failure of 
Government to declare strike illegal would not render the strike 
legal. After hearing the arguments of the learned Advocates 
on both sides on the question of law and facts I hold that the 
matter is not easy of immediate decision and hence for the time 
being I am not in a position to grant the relief especially in view 
of the fact that issue No. 6 relates to that question . Regarding 
the other prayer of the Union regarding permanency of workers 
also I am of the view that arguments of Mr. K. P. Abraham has 
to be accepted that the managements have to be given sufficient 
opportunity to adduce evidence . 

In the result I hold that the minimum wage of a worker 
engaged under the managements mentioned in the order of 
reference will be Rs. 1-8-0 and they are entitled to claim the 
wage from 16-10-1954 excluding the period of strike which 
commenced from 8-12-1954 . This Award takes effect from today 
and will be in force till the final award is passed or otherwise 
decided . 

The dispute will be adjudicated as expeditiously as possible 
and the management will have the freedom to move the Tribunal 
to stay the interim relief if the Union attempts to delay the 
expeditious disposal of the dispute. It is expected that 
harmonious relationship will be restored immediately. This 
interim award will not prejudice my finding in the final award . 
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The management will be well advised to disburse the arrears 
within 10 days time if not earlier . This interim Award comes 
into effect from today .

Sri P. Lekshmanan , driver in the employment of R. K. V. 
Motor Service has filed a petition on 12-11-1954 under Section 
33A of the Industrial Disputes Act, Act XIV of 1947 and it is 
registered as Industrial Dispute No. 52 of 1954. Summonses 
were issued and the management filed objection on 2-12-1954 . 
The facts are admitted and hence there was no necessity to 
allow the parties to adduce evidence. 

The admitted facts are : 
1. An adjudication between the management of R. K. V. 

Motor Service and the workmen was pending as 

Industrial Dispute No. 26 of 1952. 
2. Sri Lekshmanan, who was a driver employed under the 

management was transferred to Attingal with effect 

from 1-8-1954. 
3. The driver instead of joining duty took leave from 

1-8-1954 for two weeks. 
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According to the management, the petitioner voluntarily 
left the service but according to the petitioner he was refused 
work at Attingal. Whatever the allegation and counter allega 
tion may be, the fact remains that themanagement was not 
unwilling to employ him and his right to transfer an employee 
cannot be questioned provided if there is bonafides. The allega 
tion of victimisation cannot be accepted . As soon as the 
petitioner was transferred he could have joined duty but avail 
ing leave continually for 2 weeks cannot be justified . 

Hence I hold that the petitioner should be reinstated as 
a driver . Since the management of R. K. V. Motor Service has 
got different routes, he is at liberty to transfer him to any 
place, having in mind the convenience of the parties concerned . 
The petitioner is not entitled to get his wages from 1-8-1954 
till he is reinstated. The petitioner will be reinstated within 
two weeks from the date of publication of this award and the 
petitioner is entitled to claim his wages from that date. 

I pass this Award in terms specified above. This will come 
into effect from the date of publication under Section 17 of the 
Industrial Disputes Act.

2. Amendment of long title and preamble, Act VII of 1942 - In 
the Coffee Market Expansion Act , 1942 (hereinafter referred to 
as the principal Act) , 

( a ) in the long title , for the words and figures " to 
continue the provision made under Ordinance No. XIII of 
1940 for assistance to the coffee industry by regulating the 
export and sale of coffee and by other means" , the words 
" to provide for the developinent under the control of the 
Union of the coffee industry ” shall be substituted ; and 

(b ) in the preamble, for the words " to continue the 
provision made under the Coffee Market Expansion Ordi 
nance, 1940, for assistance to the coffee industry by regulat 
ing the export and sale of coffee and by other means" , 
the words " to provide for the development under the 
control of the Union of the coffee industry " shall be 

substituted . 
3. Amendment of section 1 , Act VII of 1942. - In sub - section ( 1 ) 
of section 1 of the principal Act, for the words “ Coffee Market 
Expansion Act" , the words " Coffee Act" shall be substituted. 

4. Substitution of new section for section 2 in Act Vii of 1942. 
For section 2 of the Principal Act, the following section shall 
be substituted , namely : 

" 2. Declaration as to expediency of Union control - It 
is hereby declared that it is expedieat in the public interest 
that the Union should take under its control the coffee 

industry." 
5. Amendment of section 3, Act VII of 1942. - in section 3 of 
the principal Act, 

(i) in clause (a ), the word " Indian " shail be omitted ; 

(ii) after clause ( a ), the following clause shall be in 
serted, namely : 

" (aa ) Chairman means the Chairman of the Board ;"

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( iii) for clause (n ), the following clause shall be substi 
tuted namely : 

" (n ) year means the period of twelve months begin 
ning with the first day of August and ending with the 

thirty - first day of July next following. 
6. Amendment of section 4 , Act VII of 1942. - In section 4 of the 
principal Act, - 

(i) in sub - section ( 1 ) , for the words Indian Coffee 
Board the words Coffee Board shall be substituted ; 

( ii) for sub -section ( 2 ), the following sub - sections shall 
be substituted , namely : -- 

“ ( 2 ) The Board shall consist of 

( i) a Chairman to be appointed by the Central 
Government; 

( ii) one person to represent the State of Coorg, 
to be nominated the Chief Commissioner of that 


State ; 


(iii) one person to represent the Government of 
Mysore, to be nominated by that Government ; 

(iv ) one person to represent the Government of 
Madras, to be nominated by that Government: 

( v ) one person to represent the Government of 
Travancore- Cochin , to be nominated by that Govern 
ment: 

(vi) four persons to represent the coffee growing 
industry in Coorg; 

(vii ) four persons to represent the coffee growing 
industry in Mysore. 

(viii) four persons to represent the coffee growing 
industry in Madras ; 

(ix ) three persons to represent coffee trade inter 
ests , to be nominated by the Central Government; 

(x ) one person to represent curing establishments, 
to be nominated by the CentralGovernment ; 

(xi) four persons to represent labour, to be nomi 
nated by the Central Government; 

(xii) three persons to represent the interests of 
consumers , to be nominated by the Central Government; 

(xiii) three persons to represent such other inter 
ests as in the opinion of the Central Government ought 
to be represented , to be nominated by the Central 
Government; 

(xiv ) three Members of Parliament of whom two 
shall be elected by the House of the People and one by 
the Council of States, 
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(2A ) The persons to represent the interests referr 
ed to in clauses ( vi) , (vii) and (viii ) of sub -section 
(2 ) shall be elected or nominated as may be prescri 
bed . 

( 2B ) Any officer of the CentralGovernment when 
deputed by thatGovernment in this behalf shall have 
the right to attendmeetings of the Board and take 
part in the proceedings thereof but shall not be 
entitled to vote . " ; 

(iii) after sub-section (4 ), the following sub- section 
shall be inserted , namely : 

" (5) It is hereby declared that the office ofmember 
of the Board shall not disqualify its holder for being 
chosen as, or for being , a member of either House of 

Parliament." 
7. Amendment of section 5 , Act VII of 1942. - In section 5 of the 
principal Act, the word " Indian " shall be omitted . 

8. Insertion of new section 6A in Act VII of 1942. - After section 6 
of the principal Act, the following section shall be inserted , 
namely : 

" 6A . Consultation with the Board . - Before taking any 
action touching the affairs of the Board under this Act the 
CentralGovernment shall ordinarily consult the Board : 

Provided that no action taken by the Central Govern 
ment shall be invalid or called in question merely on the 

ground that the action was taken without such consultation ."

10. Substitution of new sections for sections 8 and 9 in Act VII of 
1942.

8. Salary and allowances of Chairman . - The Chairman 
shall be entitled to such salary and allowances and such condi 
tions of service in respect of leave , pension , provident fund 
and other matters as may , from time to time,be fixed by the 
Central Government. 

8A . Vice -Chairman. - The Board shall elect from amongst 
its members a Vice -Chairman who shall exercise such of the 
powers and perform such of the duties of the Chairman as 
may be prescribed or as may be delegated to him by the 
Chairman . 

9. Chief Cofice Marketing Officer, Secretary and other 
staff .- (1 ) The Central Government shall appoint an oficer to 
be called the Chief Coffee Marketing Officer and a Secretary 
to the Board and may appoint a Deputy Secretary to the 
Board and such number of Marketing Officers as may be 
necessary , to exercise such powers and to perform such duties 
under the direction of thic Board as may be prescribed . 
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( 2 ) The officers appointed under this section shall be 
entitled to such salaries and allowances and such conditions 
of service in respect of leave, pension , provident fund and 
other matters as may, from time to time, be fixed by the 

Central Government." 
11. Amendment of section 11, Act VII of 1942. - In section 11 of 
the princip 1 Act, for the words " at the rate of one rupee per 
hundredweight or at such lower rate as the Central Government 
may, on the recommendation of the Board, by notification in the 
OfficialGazette provide" the words " at such rate not exceeding 
six rupees per hundredweight as may be fixed by the Central 
Government by notification in the OfficialGazette " shall be subs 
tituted . 

12. Amendment of section 12 , Act VII of 1942. - In section 12 of 
the principal Act, 

(i) for the words " one rupee" the words " six rupees" 
shall be substituted ; 

( ii) the words " on the recommendation of the Board " 
shall be omitted . 
13. Amendment of section 13, Act VII of 1942. - In section 13 of 
the principal Act, - 

( i) for sub -section ( 1 ) , the following sub- section shall be 
substituted , namely : 

“ ( 1) The proceeds of the duty of customs and ofthe duty 
of excise and of any fees levied under this Act (all of which 
shall form part of the Consolidated Fund of India ), reduced 
by the cost of collection as determined by the Central Gov 
ernment, shall, if Parliament by appropriation made by law in 
this behalf so provides, be paid to the Board for being uti 
lised for the purposes of this Act." 

( ii) sub -section ( 2 ) shall be omitted. 
14. Amendment of section 14 , Act VII of 1942: -In section 14 of 
the principal Act, in sub -section (4 ) , for the words " Chief Coffee 
Marketing Officer " , the word" Chairman " shall be substituted . 

15. Amendment of section 16 , Act Va of 1942. - In sub -section ( 1) 
of section 16 of the principal Act, the words " after consultation 
with the Board ," shall be omitted. 

16. Amendment of Section 26, Act VII of 1942. - In section 20 of 
the principal Act, 

(i) for the first proviso , the following proviso shall be 
substituted , namely : 

" Provided that nothing herein contained shall apply to 
coffee 

(i) shipped as stores on board any vessel or aircraft 
in such quantity as the Collector considers reasonable , 
having regard to the number of the crew and passengers 
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or 


and the length of the voyage or journey, as the case may 
be , on which the vessel or aircraft is about to proceed , 

(ii) carried as personal luggage of a passenger, not 
exceeding two pounds avoirdupois, or 

(iii) exported by post or by air in packages contain 
ing not more than ten pounds avoirdupois, or 

(iv ) exported by sea as bona fide samples in pack 
ages containing not more than one pound avoirdupois : " ; 

( ii ) after the first proviso as so amended, the following 
proviso shall be inserted, namely : 

" Provided further that the Central Government may, by 
order in writing, specify the quantity of coffee which shall 
be permitted for export during any year and where any such 
order is made , no coffee shall be exported from India in ex 

cess of the said quantity : " . 
17. Amendment of Section 25, Act VII of 1942, -In section 25 of 
the principal Act, 

(i) to sub -section (1 ) , the following provisos shall be 
added namely : 

" Provided that where no internal sale quotas have been 
allotted to estates, the Chairman may allow the owner of 
any estate to retain with himself for purposes of consump 
tion by his family and for purposes of seed , such quantity of 
coffee as the Chairman may think reasonable : 

Provided further that where the Central Government is 
satisfied that it is not practicable for any class of owners 
producing coffee in any specified area to comply with the 
provisions of this sub- section on account of the small quanti 
ty of coffee produced by them or on account of their estates 
being situated in a remote locality , the CentralGovernment 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, exempt such 
class of owners from the provisions of this sub -section ." ; 

(ii) in sub-section (4 ) , the words with the concurrence 
of the Chief Coffee Marketing Officer," shall be omitted. 
18. Substitution of new section for section 31 in Act VII of 1942. 
For section 31 of the principal Act, the following section shall be 
substituted , namely : 

" 31. General fund .- ( 1) To the general fund shall be 
credited 

( a ) all amounts paid to the Board by the Central 
Government under sub - section ( 1) of section 13 ; and 

( b ) any sums transferred to the general fund under 
the proviso to sub -section (2 ) of section 32 . 
( 2) The general fund shall be applied 

(a ) to meet the expenses of the Board ; 
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(b ) to meet the cost of such measures as the Board 
may consider advisable to undertake for promoting agri 
cultural and technological research in the interest of 
the coffee industry in India ; 

(c) for making such grants to coffee estates or for 
meeting the cost of such other assistance to coffee estates 
as the Board may think necessary for the development 
of such estates ; 

(d ) to meet the cost of such measures as the Board 
considers advisable to undertake for promoting the sale 
and increasing the consumption in India and elsewhere 
of coffee produced in India , and 

( e ) to meet the expenses for securing better work 
ing conditions and the provision and improvement of 

amenities and incentives for workers." 
19. Insertion of new section 39 A in Act VII of 1942 — After sec 
tion 39 of the principal Act, the following section shall be insert 
ed, namely : 

" 39A . Offences by companies.-- ( 1) If the person com 
mitting any offence under this Act is a company, every 
person who, at the time the offence was committed, was in 
charge of, and was responsible to, the company for the 
conduct of the business of the company as well as the 
company shall be deemed to be guilty of the offence and 
shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished 
accordingly : 

Provided that nothing contained in this sub - section shall 
render any such person liable to punishment provided in this 
Act if he proves that the offence was committed without his 
knowledge or that he exercised all due diligence to prevent 
the commission of such offence. 

( 2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -sec 
tion ( 1) where an offence under this Act has been committed

2. Insertion of new section 9A in Act LXXXI of 1952.- In the 
Delimitation Commission Act, 1952, after section 9, the following 
section shall be inserted , namely : 

" 9A . Redetermination of seats for Scheduled Castes or 
Scheduled Tribes on correction of census figures.- ( 1 ) If at 
any time before the first day of January, 1956, the census 
figures pertaining to the population of the scheduled castes 
or scheduled tribes of any State are corrected by the 
competent census authority in order to rectify any mistake 
or omission (including any omission arising out of the 
exclusion of persons returned under generic names or 
synonyms of the names of such castes or tribes ) during 
enumeration or tabulation and the corrections so made are 
duly published by that authority , then, notwithstanding 
anything contained in sub -section ( 1) of section 9, 
( a ) the said figures as so corrected shall be taken to be 

the latest census figures for the purposes of 

section 8 ; 
(b ) the Commission shall redetermine on the basis of 

those figures the number of seats , if any, to be 
reserved for the scheduled castes or scheduled 
tribes in the House of the People and the Legislative 
Assembly of the State in accordance with the pro 
visions of sub -section ( 1 ) of section 8 , and make any 
amendments that may be found necessary in its 
final order determining the matters referred to in 

that sub -section ; 
( c) where a final order determining in respect of the 

State the matters referred to in sub -section ( 2 ) of 
section 8 has not been published , the Commission 
shall proceed with the making and publication of 
such final order on the basis of the number of 

reserved seats as redetermined under clause (b ) ; 
( d ) where a final order determining in respect of the 

State the matters referred to in sub - section ( 2 ) of 
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section 8 has been published , the Commission shall 
make such amendments in that order as it may find 
necessary for the purpose of giving proper repre . 
sentation to the scheduled castes or the scheduled 
tribes on the basis of the number of reserved seats 

as redetermined under clause (b ) ; and 
( e ) every order made under clause (b ) or clause (a ) 

amending a final order of the Commission shall be 
published in the Gazette of India , and on such 
publication that final order as so amended shall 
have the full force of law and shall not be called in 

question in any court . 
Explanation . In this sub -section , all references to the Com 
mission shall, after the Delimitation Commission ceases to exist, 
be construed as references to the Election Commission . 

( 2) Nothing in sub- section ( 3) of section 8 shall apply 
in respect of the redetermination of numbers under clause (6 ) 
of sub -section ( 1) of this section . 

(3) As soon as may be after the publication in the Gazette 
of India , every order made under clause (b ) or clause (d ) of 
cab -section (1) shall be laid before the House of the People."

1. Short title .-- This Act may be called the Andhra Appropri 
ation Act, 1954 . 

2. Issue of Rs. 1,13,80,700 out of the Consolidated Fund of the 
State of Andhra for the year 1954-55 . - From and out of the Con 
solidated Fund of the State of Andhra there may be paid and 
applied sumsnot exceeding those specified in column 3 of the 
Schedule amounting in the aggregate to the sum of one crore, 
thirteen lakhs, eighty thousand and seven hundred rupees 
towards defraying the several charges which will come in 
course of payment during the financial year 1954-55 , in respect 
of the services specified in column 2 of the Schedule . 

3. Appropriation . The sums authorised to be paid and 
applied from and out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of 
Andhra by this Act shall be appropriated for the services and 
purposes expressed in the Schedule in relation to the said 
vear .
